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A New Use For D.D.T. 

Mice! Mice! Millions of mice chew 
ing everything in sight. put they 
don't like plants or seeds or bulbs or 
corms that have been treated with 
D.D.T. Several early gardeners in 
Lethbridge have made this observa- 
tion and pass it on for what it may 
be worth, 

Noticing his tulip tips being eaten 
off as they emerged, a grower treat. 
ed the area with 38% DDT. dust to 
get the cutworms, No cutwot ms were 
Present but the damage Stopped. Oth- 
er damage, notably the digging out of 
ferminating sweet peas and early 
gZarden peas, pointed to mice as the 
culprits. A later bed of tulips showed 
the foraging of this pest, Being of an 
experimental turn of mind, the grow- 
er D.D.T. dusted half the patch. The 
treated half grew normatly, while the 
mice kept the untreated half eaten to 
ground level, The peas were resown, a 
light strip of D.D.T. dust Placed on 
the soil above the row and the mice 
left them in peace. 

Another householder got a surprise 
when he opened his storage of dahlia 
tubers and gladiolus corms Mice had 


obtained entry during the w inter. 
They fed freely on both tubers and 
corms, But the glads, when put in 


Storage, had been dusted with D.D.T. 
for thrip control, The dahlia tubers 
were riddled but there was not even 
a tooth mark on the gladiolus,
